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Arson-hit 
stalls put 
back in use

STALLS on Dudley Market, 
which were damaged during 
an arson attack, have now 
been repaired. 

Eight of the 74 pitches 
were left out of action after 
yobs struck late at night last 
Tuesday. 

It is believed burning 
cardboard was used to set 
the stalls alight, causing 
smoke and fire damage. 

Firefighters from Dudley 
prevent the flames from 
spreading to other stalls. 

Some electrical work was 
due carried out yesterday to 
ensure the market could 
continue to open as normal 

Dudley Council spokes¬ 
man Phil Parker said the 
cost of the repair work was 
not yet known but the coun¬ 
cil would be able to claim it 
back through insurance. 

Chairman of Dudley Mar¬ 
ket Traders’ Association 
Len Lenihan said: “The 
stalls are all back up and 
running. 

“Some people have had to 
move around a bit but 
they’ve been offered conces¬ 
sionary rates to compensate. 

“We are pleased with how 
it has been handled by the 
council and it’s only caused a 
bit of disruption. 

“Some of the traders are 
concerned about it happen¬ 
ing again and we are dis¬ 
cussing whether it would be 
possible to have CCTV as a 
deterrent in the centre aisle 
of the market.” 

Decision due 
over church

ley place of worship. 

The St John’s Church 
Preservation Group has sub¬ 
mitted a business plan for 
the Grade II listed building, 
in Kates Hill, which has 
been closed for 10 years due 
to concerns over safety. 

Its plan to carry out re¬ 
pairs and reopen the church 
so it can be used by the com¬ 
munity were to be discussed 
by the Diocese of Worcester. 
If approved, it will be passed 
to the Church Commission¬ 
ers for a decision.

Cabinet accused over budget cuts 


CABINET members in Dudley have been 
accused of not making moves to protect 
“frontline services” as they draw up plans 
for further council cuts of £22 million. 

The proposals, which will see a range of 
budgets from street cleaning to services for 
the elderly slashed, were debated at a meet¬ 
ing of the full council on Monday. The 
Labour-controlled council says it needs to 
make savings of £10.7m in 2013 to 2014, 
£4.8m the following year and £6.3m in 2015 


to 2016. But Councillor Les Jones, Conserv¬ 
ative group leader, said: “I won’t pretend we 
would have found it easy to make those sav¬ 
ings in the coming year but we would have 
made the decision to protect frontline ser¬ 
vices and I don’t think they’ve made moves 
to do so.” 

But council leader David Sparks said the 
cuts were being proposed “because the Gov¬ 
ernment has failed to meet its targets”. The 
budget will go to full council on March 4.

MPs are calling for action after steel giant Tata announced 
the closure of four sites, including three in the Dudley bor¬ 
ough, with the loss of 117 jobs. 

Moves to shut sites in Dudley, Kingswinford, Cradley and Wombourne are part 
of a shake-up that will see 900 jobs go nationwide. The Government is now being 
urged to intervene and support the workers affected by the decision. In Dudley, 
36 jobs will go, while in Kingswinford 18 are to be lost. 


In Cradley, 72 out of 82 workers will be 
transferred to Wednesfield, and a further 53 
jobs will be lost in Wombourne. 

Margot James, MP for Stourbridge, said 
she would be seeking assurances that the 
Cradley site will be brought back into use. 

“Otherwise it will go for housing like so 
many other sites,” she said. 

While Gavin Williamson, MP for South 
Staffordshire, said he would get in touch with 
Business Secretary Vince Cable. 

“I will ask Vince Cable what can be done to 
support those people losing their jobs,” he 
said. “I've also requested a meeting with one 
of the directors of Tata UK to see if there is 
any way they will rethink this decision. 

“If they cannot then we need to ensure the 
sites are brought back into use for manufac¬ 
turing as soon as possible. 

“I will speak to the chief executive of South 
Staffordshire Council and to the chairman of 
the Staffordshire Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship to see if there is anything they can do to 
encourage businesses into the site in Wom¬ 
bourne. 

Concern 

“But it will be important to speak with 
Tata to find out what their plans are in rela¬ 
tion to making it an employment site as 
quickly as possible,” he said. 

A worker at the Dudley site in Pedmore 
Road, who asked not to be named, said he was 
“gutted” and described it as “bad news before 
Christmas - especially for the lads with fam¬ 
ilies”. 

Tata, which took over the Corus sites in 
2006, said the moves were intended to make 
it more competitive as it coped with a steel 
market that has slumped by nearly a third in 
the past five years and showed little sign of 
recovery as the worldwide slump continues. 

Paul Steele, managing director for distrib¬ 
ution in the UK & Ireland, said: “We realise 
this proposal will be of great concern to our 
employees. A consultation process will start 
as soon as possible.” 

He added: “The company will do every¬ 
thing it can to assist those people leaving the 
business.”

AN engineering company in Kingswinford 
has scooped a lucrative £2 million defence 
contract supplying machinery for use in a 
nuclear submarine project. 

TM Engineers is manufacturing a 37-ton 
defuelling crane to remove rods from the 
reactor of Trafalgar-class submarines. 

The firm, which employs around 50 staff 
at its site in Oak Lane, said it was delighted 
to have secured the deal from Babcock 
International and Devonport Royal Dock¬ 
yard. 

Managing director Robert Holland said: 
“It is a feather in the cap to work on such a 
high profile project. It is great that the firm 
is working at the pinnacle of engineering.” 

It has been a successful time for the firm 
after it won and completed a prestigious 
£750,000 deal to build parts for the famous 
Large Hadron Collider in Switzerland. 

The firm works mainly on heavy steel 
fabrications, is also hoping to take on four 
apprentices in the coming months. 


Proposal 
for rail 
link put 
forward 

DUDLEY could have a new 
railway link under £5 mil¬ 
lion plans to open a passen¬ 
ger line on a freight track. 

A new Metro-style station 
would be built close to Dud¬ 
ley Southern Bypass in the 
Blowers Green area, under 
the proposals. 

Officials are looking to 
open a light rail service from 
Stourbridge to Dudley incor¬ 
porating The Waterfront in 
Brierley Hill near the Merry 
Hill Shopping Centre. 

Engineering company 
Parry People Movers is 
working on the scheme. 

The Cradley Heath-based 
firm already runs a service 
on the Stourbridge branch 
line between the Town and 
Junction stations. 

Bosses have already out¬ 
lined plans to open the 
freight line between Stour¬ 
bridge Junction and the for¬ 
mer Round Oak station in 
Brierley Hill. 

Three metro-style sta¬ 
tions would be built serving 
passenger railcars on a four- 
mile section to link with 
mainline services at Stour¬ 
bridge to Birmingham, 
Worcester and London. 

But bosses believe a Dud¬ 
ley extension would be more 
cost effective. 

Chief executive John 
Parry said he hoped the 
plans will be considered by 
the West Midlands Trans¬ 
port Authority, Centro, 
along with Network Rail and 
Dudley Council. 

“It adds more weight to 
the scheme to bring it into 
Dudley,” he said.

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Offices destroyed in factory blaze

AROUND 30 firefighters battled a 
blaze which gutted offices of an engi¬ 
neering firm in Dudley. 

Crews were called to Elston Profiles 
Components, Blowers Green, shortly 
after 9pm on Sunday. 

The fire was confined to the offices 
of the Shaw Road property. 

Flames ripped through the two- 
storey building on the small industrial 
estate but crews were able to stop it 
spreading to the engineering compo¬ 


nents firm’s factory unit and a huge 
outdoor liquid oxygen tank. 

But both floors of the offices were 
gutted. Crews remained there until 
8am on Monday dampening down. 

Investigators are trying ascertain 
the cause of the cause, which officers 
are treating as suspicious. No-one was 
injured. 

Firm owner Chris Elston said he was 
relieved the fire did not spread to the 
outdoor oxygen tank situated next to 


the building. He said everything in the 
offices had been destroyed, but there 
was back-up paperwork and orders. 

He said: “I’m obviously disap¬ 
pointed, but a bit relieved because this 
could have been so much worse. 

“The machinery looks as if it was 
spared any damage and it’s lucky the 
fire did not spread to the oxygen tank.” 

The firm which has been operating 
for 20 years moved to the site four 
years ago.

TWO men caught loading 
stolen metal into the back of 
a van have been fined £80 
each. 

A police community sup¬ 
port officer spotted Wayne 
Abbotts and William Totney 
just after 5pm on November 
4 in a field opposite Mor¬ 
risons, Kingswinford. 

Dudley Magistrates’ 
Court heard they had stolen

Mr Andrew Wakeman, 
defending, said they had 
been walking down the road 
when they were stopped by 
a “man in a van” who 
offered them work. 

He added: “They had not 
gone out looking for work 
and they became aware that 
the work was wrong at a 
later stage.” 

Abbotts and Totney to 
plead guilty to theft last 
week and were each fined 
£80, with £65 costs and a 
victim’s surcharge of £15. 

Mr Wakeman said: “While 
they accept that metal theft 
is obviously an area of con¬ 
cern at the moment, it was 
not theft on a grand scale.” 

The court heard Abbotts, 
aged 20, of Elm Green, 
Brierley Hill, and Totney, 21, 
of Beddow Avenue, Coseley, 
were on Jobseekers’ Allow¬ 
ance and Abbotts lived with 
his mother. 


The plan has been sup¬ 
ported by people living in 
the road and the surround¬ 
ing area. 

It has also been backed by 
ward councillors, including 
Margaret Aston, who said 
the 30mph limit would make 
the road safer for pedestri¬ 
ans. 

Outlining the plans, cabi¬ 
net member for transport 
Judy Foster said the limit 
had been in place since 1969. 

But the surrounding road 
network had changed “sub¬ 
stantially” since then mean¬ 
ing the higher limit was no 
longer necessary. 

“In the past, such roads 
were prioritised for the 
movement of traffic to and 
from town centres,” she 
said. 

“Over the many years 
since The Broadway was 
built the infrastructure of 
the road network has 
changed substantially with 
alternative routes promoted. 

Felt 

“The current 40mph 
speed limit is now felt to be 
no longer applicable to the 
residential nature of the 
road and surrounding 
areas.” 

As part of a review of 
speed limits outside schools, 
the council had considered 
whether it should be low¬ 
ered to 20mph near the back 
entrance to Bishop Milner 
Catholic Secondary School. 

But as the road is consid¬ 
ered a “priority emergency 
response route” it was felt 
unsuitable. 

Councillor Foster said: 
“The reduction in speed 
limit from 40mph to 30mph 
will contribute to a safer 
environment for the school 
children crossing this busy 
road.”

PUNTERS enjoyed drinking chocolate with 
a difference at this year’s Dudley Winter 
Ales Festivl. The chocolate-flavoured beer 
lined up alongside traditional ales, ciders 
and wines for the three-day festival at Dud¬ 
ley Town Hall, St James’s Road, last week. 

The ale, called Chocobeer, was crafted by 
Enville Ales and master chocolatier Louis 
Barnett. The 21-year-old started his own 
chocolate making business when he was 12 
in Kinver, near Stourbridge, and now 
exports his Chokolit around the world. 

He struck a deal to work on his idea of cre¬ 
ating a chocolate-flavoured beer when meet¬ 
ing Enville Ales director Jerry Hedges. 

Chocobeer is a dark porter ale with a 
caramel, fruit and roast malt taste together 
with a rich chocolate flavour. “There are 
chocolate ales on the market but none of 
them really taste of chocolate,” said Louis. 

“Chocolate is oil based and oil and water 
are never going to mix in the brewing 
process. We’ve developed a special technique 
so you get a wonderfully strong taste of 
chocolate with the beer.”

Victim in 
alley had 
injuries to 
his head 

A MAN found collapsed in 
an alleyway in Sedgley died 
from head and facial 
injuries, an inquest has 
heard.

“The circumstances that 
were reported to me when I 
first opened the inquest was 
this man had left a nightclub 
and was found collapsed in 
an alleyway having suffered 
serious injuries.” 

Mr Watson, who worked 
in customer services, was 
pronounced dead at Russells 
Hall Hospital on July 29. 

Shylon Wishart, 19, of 
North Springfield, and 
James Cartwright, 18, of 
Sandyfields Road, both Sed¬ 
gley, have been charged with 
his murder. 

Dog charge 
set to drop 

A MAN accused of owning a 
dangerous dog has been told 
the case against him may be 
dropped. 

David Boden, aged 53, of 
Kingswinford, was charged 
with owning the dog which 
was dangerously out of con¬ 
trol on Beech Road, where 
he lives. His dog had 
attacked another its owner 
had needed to pay £1,600 in 
vet’s bills. 

Mr Barry Sealeaf, prose¬ 
cuting, told Dudley magis¬ 
trates: “As the insurers have 
now paid the victim, I take 
the view that, at some point, 
the crown will discontinue 
the case.” 

Magistrates granted a two 
week adjournment for the 
cheque to be cleared, order¬ 
ing Boden to re-appear on 
December 10.

The project which in total is costing just 
under £80,000 includes upgrading the 
heating system and repairing and insu¬ 
lating the roof.

About 50 people attend the weekly 
services but the church building can be 
used by up to 200.

The building is also used by a dance 
school, karate club and the Boys and Girls 
Brigades. A grant of £15,000 has been 
awarded by the Ibstock Cory Environ¬ 


mental Trust and has been used to repair 
and insulate the roof. 

Church treasurer Iliffe Attwood said 
members were very grateful to receive 
the grant. 

“The roof was leaking and had no insu¬ 
lation so it was a real mess. But now it has 
been fixed. 

“We’ve had a lift put in and after 
Christmas the builders are coming back 
to put in a unisex, disabled toilet. 

“We are really pleased this work is 
being carried out. 

“The church is not just used on 


Sundays, it is used every day of the week, ” 
she added. 

The church, which has raised cash itself 
for the rest of the work, has been based in 
its current premises, which was once the 
Liberal Club, since 1979. 

The Ibstock Cory Environmental Trust 
was established in February 2001 in con¬ 
junction with Ibstock Brick Limited and 
Cory Environmental Ltd and funded 
through the Landfill Tax Credit Scheme. 

To date it has supported 250 projects 
and funding totalling £4.3million has 
been approved.

“Very little, if any, of the 
funds will be recovered” he 
said.

Councils get £l.8m for 
weekly bin collections 


New Bin 
for metal 
dealers 


DUDLEY Council has been awarded 
£1.8million of government funding to con¬ 
tinue weekly bin collections and increase 
recycling services across the borough. 

The local authority is one of 85 around the country 
which have had their appli¬ 
cation for the cash 
approved by the Depart¬ 
ment for Communities and 
Local Government. 

Bosses plan to use the 
money on extra vehicles, 
boxes, bags and staff in 
order to roll out the plastic 
bottle and cardboard recy¬ 
cling trial to all households 
in the borough. 

The trial, which cur¬ 
rently runs at 11,000 
households, has an average 
take-up rate of 83 per cent 
and has resulted in a 68 per 
cent rise in the amount of 
material collected. 

The funding will also 
enable the council to con¬ 
tinue its weekly household 
waste collection service for 
at least another five years, 
to provide recycling collec¬ 
tions for schools and to look 
at ways of encouraging res¬ 
idents to recycle more. 

Successful 

The expanded recycling 
collection schemes will be 
rolled out from next spring 
and the process is expected 
to take up to 18 months. 

Councillor Tracy Wood, 
said: “I’m delighted that we 
have been successful in this 
bid. 

“It will enable us to roll 
out our popular cardboard 
and plastic bottle recycling 
trial and retain the weekly 
waste collection service.” 

Residents can still 
recycle cardboard at the 
household recycling and 
waste centre in Stourbridge 
until they receive their new 
collection and plastic 
bottles can be taken to a 
number of sites across the 
borough.

National Grid spokes¬ 
woman Jane Taylor, said: “All 
of the traders have received 
information packs about how 
to apply for compensation.”

Opposition to school site plans at meeting 


PLANS to transform a former school site 
in Cradley with an £18 million retirement 
village have been criticised by angry resi¬ 
dents who fear the development would 
lead to traffic problems and overshadow 
nearby houses. 

More than 60 people packed Provi¬ 
dence Methodist Church in Cradley, for a 
showdown with representatives from 
developer Midland Heart las Wednesday 
night.

Cradley High School site. The firm, which 
has two other sites in the borough, sub¬ 
mitted plans for the new development, in 
Slade Road, with Dudley Council earlier 
this week. 

The development will include 130 
apartments and employ more than 40 
staff. 

Communal 

There will also be communal areas, 
such as a gym and cafe. The proposals 
include a separate development for 11 
homes. But residents said they did not 


believe it was the right site for either the 
care home or housing development and 
would cause major disruption. 

Harry Bloomer, of Walmley Close, said: 
“This is not the same as other develop¬ 
ments in the area, such as the one built in 
Russells Hall. 

“That is near to facilities such as shops 
and churches. 

“This would not be. These residents 
would be cut off. It would be like a stalag, ” 
added Mr Bloomer. 

“I understand security lighting will 
also be installed. This building will be 


sitting on top of a hill and will be seen for 
miles around. It will be an eyesore,” said 
Mr Bloomer. 

Midland Heart project manager Nick 
Bradley said: “We understand there are 
concerns among residents and we will try 
to work with them to make sure issues are 
resolved. 

Mr Bradley added: “The development 
we are working on will be within the foot¬ 
print of the old school site.” 

A list of objections were drawn up at the 
end of the meeting will be sent to the 
council.

Colleges will 
share £l6m 
for projects 

THREE colleges in the Dudley borough have 
won a sizeable chunk towards building proj¬ 
ects worth more than £16 million - 
announced during a visit by Government 
minister Vince Cable. 

Dudley, Stourbridge and Halesowen Col¬ 
leges aim to attract more students thanks to 
the schemes, to which the Government has 
pledged a total of £6.4m. 

Business Secretary Vince Cable 
announced the investment during a visit to 
Dudley College. 

He said: “These projects will transform 
the learning environment for thousands of 
students in the West Midlands, providing 
them with modern resources that will help 
them reach their potential. Addressing gaps 
in skills is an important part of our indus¬ 
trial strategy. 

“This initiative is another example of how 
government is working in long-term part¬ 
nership with industry to give them more 
confidence to invest, hire and grow.” 

At Dudley College, an Enhanced Renewal 
Grant of £2.2m will cover a third of the 
£6.6m cost of a new engineering building - 
known as the Dudley Advance scheme - in 
Priory Road. 

Meanwhile, Stourbridge College has won a 
£2.3m grant towards a £3.4m Health and 
Social Care Building. 

Halesowen College has attracted a £1.9m 
grant towards its £5.9m modernised teach¬ 
ing and learning accommodation, including 
provision for animal care.

Funding 

In May it was announced that Barclays 
Corporate and Investment Banking divi¬ 
sion had stepped up to help fund the Learn¬ 
ing Quarter, along with the new Dudley 
Sixth A-level centre. 

Mr Cable also announced a funding 
package for the college’s next project - a 
£6.6 million building focusing on engineer¬ 
ing and science subjects. Revealing the 
£2.2m grant to about 200 community 
figures gathered for the ceremony, Mr Cable 
spoke of the country’s need for skilled engi¬ 
neers and scientists. He said: “One of the 
biggest problems in this country is an acute 
shortage of Stem (science, technology, engi¬ 
neering and maths) youths. 

“The biggest shortage is in engineering 
and young people need the basic disciplines 
this college will teach. ” The building houses 
more than 1,000 students.

Church is in danger of 
looking 'out of touch’ 


VICARS in the Black Country have 
warned the Church of England 
(CofE) faces losing its “honoured 
place” in society and looked “silly 
and out of touch” after its General 
Synod barred women from 
becoming bishops. 

Female clergy said they feared for how the 
church would be perceived by communities 
after legislation paving the way for the first 
women bishops was narrowly rejected by the 
General Synod. 

Bishops based in the region have called 
the vote against allowing women to do the 
same jobs as them a “bitter blow” and said 
there was nothing in the Bible to prohibit it. 

The rules of the synod required that two- 
thirds (66.7 per cent) voted in favour in each 
of the three voting groups - bishops, other 
clergy and laity, or non-clergy. 

While 90 per cent of bishops and 77 per 
cent of clergy voted in favour, only 64 per 
cent of the laity did so, failing by just six 
votes to reach the two-thirds majority. 

The House of Bishops was meeting to 
“consider the consequences of the vote”, a 
statement on the CofE’s website said. 

Bishop of Worcester, the Rt Revd Dr John 
Inge, added: “Very many people indeed will 
be disappointed and hurt by this decision, 
not least the huge numbers of women whose 
ministry as priests has enriched the Church 
of England immeasurably. 

I want all of them to know, especially 
those in the Diocese of Worcester, that their 
ministry is greatly valued by me and many 
others both inside and outside of the 
Church.”

POLICE are appealing for help in 
finding a Dudley man who has 
been missing for three weeks. 

Ronald Evans, aged 59, was last seen by 
his sister on October 28 when the pair 
visited a crematorium to pay their respects 
to their brother who died just weeks before.

Dozens of officers and police staff from 
across the West Midlands Police force have 
been searching him after he was reported to 
police as a missing person on November 13.

She said: “Like Mr Evans’ family, we are 
concerned for Ronald’s welfare as he hasn’t 
made contact with them for some time now 
and this is most unlike him. “We all just 
want to know that he is safe and well so that 
we can call off our search for him.” 

Insp John Bostock, from Dudley police, 
added: “We are making regular checks with 
people who know him as well as other agen¬ 
cies such as travel operators and colleagues 
in other forces who may be able to help in 
our search.” 

Anyone who spots Mr Evans or recalls 
seeing him over the past few weeks should 
call police on 101. Alternatively, anyone who 
knows of his whereabouts can call inde¬ 
pendent charity Missing People on 116 000.

End of the war brought 
boom in council housing 


The second of two articles exploring the 
history of council housing in the Black 
Country 

THE first thing many think of when 
they hear the words ‘council estate’ is 
high rise flats. 

But as we saw in the first half of our 
story, there were more than 50 years of 
municipal house building before tower 
blocks went up in the Black Country - and 
much of this is still standing. 

The end of the Second World War saw 
another boom in council housing in 
England. But there were questions over 
the particular approach taken during the 
earlier growth of social housing. 

In the 1940s there was a desire to 
produce better-designed estates than 
before. The so-called cottage estates of 
the 1920s and 30s had been criticised for 
being drab and repetitious. They were 
also thought to have added to a loss of 
community spirit in the transfer from 
tightly-knit neighbourhoods of Victorian 
town centre courts and terraces. 

One result was the attempt in some

places - Bilston for example - to design 
estates that would allow communities to 
flourish. The 1940s plan for Stowlawn 
with groups of houses each clustered 
around a green was part of this. 

There was also new pressure to stop the 
encroachment into the countryside. But 
in the Black Country this certainly did not 
mean the growth of the conurbation was 
finished. 

Reality 

In fact, the post-war period saw the con¬ 
struction of what is the largest council 
estate on the edge of rural Staffordshire. 
Opened in 1955, Ashmore Park was in 
Wednesfield but it was actually created as 
‘overspill’ for Wolverhampton. It is 
claimed to have been the biggest council 
estate in Europe at the time. 

But during the 1950s under a new Con¬ 
servative government dreams of garden 
suburbs and higher quality public housing 


started to fall by the wayside. Although the 
Stowlawn plan became a reality, by the 
1960s the greens were built on owing to 
pressure for more homes in less space. 
More generally, the governments of the 
1950s were anxious to encourage quantity 
over quality and also granted new subsi¬ 
dies for high rise flats. 

Flats had been introduced into the Black 
Country by 1950, but by the early 60s they 
had become higher, and a mainstay of the 
house-building programme. 

Huge clusters of tower blocks grew up in 
several Black Country towns such as on 
Windmill Lane in Smethwick, Paddock 
Lane in Walsall, Heath Town in Wolver¬ 
hampton, and perhaps the largest, near the 
Delph locks in Brierley Hill. 

There are no figures for the total 
number of tower blocks in the Black 
Country but they may have numbered 200. 
Many survive but huge numbers have also 
been demolished - in Sandwell for example 
it is as many as half of the total stock.

THE WAY I SEE IT 

Jobless total shows we are 
becoming a divided nation 


Dudley North Labour 
MP Ian Austin takes

NOT so long ago the 
Government claimed 
“we’re all in this 
together” but with 
each passing day this 
seems more and 
more like a bad joke. 

Last week there was fresh 
evidence that Britain is 
becoming divided - long¬ 
term unemployment rose 
yet again, and long term- 
youth unemployment is spi¬ 
ralling out of control. 

Here in the Black County 
unemployment is almost 
twice the national average 
and in Dudley there are nine 
people chasing every 
vacancy. 

The situation for young 
people is particularly bleak. 

There are worrying signs 
that youth unemployment 
is becoming entrenched; 
over half of unemployed 
youngsters in Dudley have 
now been out of work for 
more than a year. 

Scrapped 

As we learned in previous 
recessions, the longer people 
are unemployed, the harder 
it is to get back into work. 

Individuals become locked 
in a cycle of unemployment 
which becomes harder to 
break the longer time goes 
on. 

One of the reasons we’ve 
got families in which gener¬ 
ations have never worked is 
because so many young peo¬ 
ple lost their jobs when we 
lost so many industrial jobs 
in the 1980s. 

But instead of helping 
young people the Govern¬ 
ment scrapped the Future 
Jobs Fund which created 


100,000 jobs for young peo¬ 
ple. 

And we’re seeing the con¬ 
sequences, with the number 
of local youngsters out of 
work for more than a year 
up 144 per cent 

This failure is becoming 
deep-set and it’s costing us a 
fortune. 

Long-term unemployment 
and a rising claimant count 
is helping push up the wel¬ 
fare bill by an eye-watering 
£24billion. 

The picture in Dudley is 
being mirrored across the 
country and the figures 
show Britain is simply not 
roaring back. 

Half of the jobs created 
since 2010 are part time and 
the squeeze on families is 
getting tighter and tighter. 

Prices are rising faster 


than earnings and yet the 
Government is cutting tax 
credits for working families 
while giving 8,000 million¬ 
aires a tax cut. 

That’s pushing thousands 
of hard-working people 
closer to the poverty line. 

Underlying growth re¬ 
mains weak and that our 
economy is only just back to 
the same size as a year ago - 
12 months of damaging 
flatlining which has seen 
borrowing rise in the first 
half of this year. 

Urgent 

Having failed on jobs and 
growth, the government is 
now failing on the deficit too 
with government borrowing 
so far this year up by £5 bil¬ 
lion - a rise of 7.4 per cent. 

We need urgent action 


from this government to cre¬ 
ate the jobs and growth that 
are vital to get the deficit 
down. 

Unless they do so they will 
end up borrowing billions 
more to pay for economic 
failure and cause long-term 
damage too. 

One of the things having 
the greatest impact on fam¬ 
ily budgets at the moment is 
the ever-rising price of fuel 
for the car. 

Petrol prices go up but 
they never seem to come 
down. 

And if people rely on a car 
to get to work, then the £70 
it can cost to fill up is an 
expense that simply can’t be 
avoided. 

Despite this, the Govern¬ 
ment is ploughing on with 
Ians to increase fuel duty 
y a further 3p per litre in 
January. 

Halt 

In an effort to overturn 
these plans and help ease 
the pressure on families, 
Labour forced a vote on this 
issue in Parliament earlier 
this month. 

I voted to halt the Govern¬ 
ment’s next increase but 
unfortunately 234 Tory and 
Liberal Democrat MPs voted 
in favour of the rise and it is 
now set to go ahead as 
planned. 

The Government had a 
chance to show it is on the 
side of hard-working people, 
struggling with the rising 
cost of living. 

Instead they again proved 
that their priorities are all 
wrong and that David 
Cameron is out of touch and 
failing to deliver for working 
people.
